Thn Russian 'torpedo-boat destroyer I3ez- 
«trashnl -was sunk. Flvr of tho toi-pedo- 
dostroyers with tho Bayan returned at 
7 a. m. 


TERRIFIC EXPLOSION. 


Tho battleships ' Petropavlovsk. Poble- 


da and Persvet and . tho torpedo gun- 
boat Gaydamak put to sea. 


At 9:30 a m. a terrific expjloslon occur- 


red beneath the Petropavlovsk and the 
ship went down in two minutes. The 
Japanese sfjuadron consisting of about 
forty ships, remained in sight until 3 
o'clock in the afternoon The fighting be- 
tween the opposing flotillas of torpedo- 
boat destroyers lasted about an hou:-. The 
Bezstrashnl was 
surrounded by three 


Japanese torpedo-boat destroyers and 
sunk. 


AFTER THE. ENEMY. 


The Japanese boats then withdrew and 
the Japanese squadron appeared on tho 
horizon, whereupon the Russian squadron 
left tho roadstead, steering In the direc- 
tion of the enemy's ships, which retired. 
Bonn, howevrr. the Japanese reappeared 
with a formidable force of about a score 
of warships. The Russian ^quadron re- 
turned to the roadstead and took up a 
position In Mne of battle, ready 
ro re- 


ceive the enemy. 


The sudden explosion 
which 
de- 


stroyed the Petropavlovsk occurred al- 
most immediately thereafter and 
the 


battleship wont to the bottom. 


FIFTY MEN SAVED. 


The Grand

One of these 


was received, last evening D'om. . Count 
Cassini. Incidentally Jt rofers to the loss 
of the Russian battleship Petropavlovsk 
off Port Arthur. 


To Count Cassini personally, the re- 


gret of this Government has be.en ex- 
pressed, at the death of Admiral Mara- 
koff and the officers and crew of the 
Petropavlovsk. 
As the- I'ifis of the t^hip 


and its cre-.w was an accident of war, the 
expression of this Government's regret 
was simply one of humanity without ref- 
erence to the differences which are be- 
ing fought out between Russia mid Jap- 
an. 


Aside from the matters referred to, the 


Cabinet considered only a few depart-!- 
mental subjects.

ton Notified of the 


New Order* 


•WASHINGTON, 
April 
IB.—The 


government has been notified that war 
correspondents 
using wireless teleg- 


raphy will be considered by the Rus- 
sians In the light of spies and shot. 


This notice was served on the State 


Department by Count Casslnl, the Rus- 
sian ambassador today, and It la un- 
derstood similar communications were 
made to all foreign offices. 
The text 


of the communication is as follows: 


"I am charged by my Government, 


in order to avoid all possible misun- 
derstandings to communicate to your 
excellency that the lieutenant-general 
of His Imperial Majesty in the Far 
East has just made the following dec- 
laration: 


" 'In a case In which n.nutrnl steamers 


ha,vin# on board correspondents who 
might communicate war news to the 
enemy by means of perfected appara- 
tus not being yet foreseen by the ex- 
isting conventions, would be arYested 
near the coast of Kuan Tong- or In the 
zone of operations of the Russian fleet, 
the correspondents will be looked upon. 
as spies and the steamers furnished 
with 
wireless 
telegraphy seized as 


prizes of war.' " 


This notice opens up a.n entirely new 


line of treatment of correspondents. 
The reference to existing conventions 
Is taken to express tho belief of the 
Russian Government that Jf wireless 
telegraphy 
had 
been 
practiced 


prior to The Hague declaration 
con- 


cerning implements and practices oC 
warfare, It would surely have been pro- 
hibited, even in neutral hands. It hap- 
pens that some of the leading British 
newspaper correspondents are making 
free use of the 
wireless telegraph- 


transmitting their war news, and It is 
possible they will appeal to their Gov- 
ernment to define their own status 
and to secure an official determination 
of the question as to whether a neutral 
on his own ship outside the territorial 
waters of a belligerent 
power and 


without contraband of war aboard can. 
be treated as a spy.

All progress and achievement 
has 


depended on the three essentials—the 
ideal, the interpretation o£ the ideal, 
and the realization of the ideal. One 
of the forces working: against idealism 
is the prevalence of majority rule, the 
consideration of quantity above qual- 
ity. 
America has many 
big 
things, 
but .greatness does not depend ' upon 
size. 
Ideals, said Dr. Abbott, are cultivat- 


ed through our music, literature, the 
newspaper, the church, the <irama and 
the true provinces of each wore treated 
in turn. The value of idealistic states- 
men such as Bismarck, Cavour, Glad- 
stone and Lincoln 
as distinguished 


from politicians who see no 
further 
than the next election, was emphasized. 


Idealism deals with the present and 


future. China is stagnant through her 
worship of a dead poet. Present day 
national policies and ideals cannot be 
built according to past models. 
Our 


nation must deal with ,such problems 
as the Philippines and 
the Panama 
canal, not by a look into the past for 
precedent, but according 
to 
present 


and future necessities.

Abe Swinskey, a young man of good 


family whose parents live in Chicago

In a statement made to 
the 


court the prisoner said that he 
had 


been sent out to this coast on a busi- 
ness trip, but had fallen against 
a 


faro game in San Francisco and lost 
all his money. 
In their business 
in 


Chicago he said they often took' in 
bad checks for small amounts which 
they charged up to profit and 
loss, 


and in order to satisfy his immediate 
wants he thought of this means of se- 
curing some money, with 
the 
result 


that he was caught and now has a 
four-year sentence to serve before him. 


The prisoner 
is 
apparently 
about 


! twenty-five years of age. 
He refused 


i to give his correct name to the court 
! and was sentenced under the name of 
A. Steele. 
He told the court that he 


did not want the knowledge o£ his 
disgrace to get abroad 
and 
pleaded 


guilty to the charges placed against 
him under a false name. By means of 
three bogus checks he victimized A. C. 
Poole out of $10, L. Schwartz, $10, and 
Morris Isaacs, $10. 
For the first of- 


fense he was sentenced to two years, 
for the 6 cond one year and for the 
third one year, the terms to follow 
one another. By good behavior he can 
reduce the entire term to three years. 


He told the following story of his 


downfall to Judge Hall in a plea for 
mercy: 
"Your Honor, this is the first time T 


ever was in trouble or have been ar- 
rested. I am a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and hold a B. S. 
from that college. My people a-re good 
people there and I do not want them to 
learn of my trouble. 
My father is in 


the clothing business and I was sent 
out to this coast on a little business 
trip. I was taken to a faro bank while 
in San Francisco and gambled all my 
money away, and when I was broke 
looked around to see how I could get 
money for my Immediate wants. 


"In our business in Chicago we( very 


often take in bad checks for small 
amounts and we never make an ef- 
fort to catch the men, and I came over 
here and passed these checks for J10 
each> 
I might have passed any num- 


ber of them, but I didn't." 


In reply Judge Hall said: 
"Young man, your story 
does 
not 


impress me. 
You say that you are 


well educated; and come of good fam- 
ily, and yet you turri to dishonesty at 
the slightest provocation. You impress 
-me as being more of a. bunco man em- 
barked upon a career of crime, but at 
any rate, it is the duty of this court 
to punish you for the offense to which 
you have pleaded guilty." 


In reply to these remarks the pris- 


oner stated that he could substanti- 
ate what he said and could easily pro- 
duce documents to prove his . asser- 
tions. The court, however, was In no 
mood tn spend more time In the fur- 
ther consideration .o£ the matter arid 
pronounced the foregoing sentence.

BERKELEY, April 15.—Professor W. 


J. Hussey spoke yesterday of his search 
In Australia for a suitable observatory 
site. The lecture was a continuation of 
the one given Tuesday morning. • 


The work carried on .by Professor Hus- 


sey is for the Carnegie Institute. 


Among other things Professor Hussey 


said: 


"There are very many 
observatories 
:n the Northern Hemisphere, especially 
:n Europe, but in the Southern Hemis- 
phere there are but few, those not well 
equipped. 
Recently the South has un- 
dertaken to make a map of the Southern 
sky, and this work is occupying, the ob- 
servatories at Cape of Good Hope, Mel- 
bourne, Sidney and Perth. It is desirable 
that work of a greater degree of accu- 
racy be done. Most of the work In all 
lines so far has been unsystematic and 
•Incomplete. On account of. this the Car- 
negie Institute decided to Investigate dif- 
ferent places in Australia as desirable 
.sites for observatories, 
. . 
1 "The first sites examined were those 
about Sidney, going as far inland as 200 
miles. 
During all the time spent here, 
the weather was so cloudy that good see- 
Ing could not be secured. Near the coast 
the air is exceedingly humid. 
In the 
B!ue Mountains, mists prevail for a great 
part of the year. 
"The rainfall in Australia is very curt- 
nuK. 
In 24 hours Sidney reported 22 
inches, another .year the total rainfall 
was only 20 inches. 
Sidney boasts of a 
record of one: inch In twelve minutes. 
Besides great floods great droughts some- 
times occur. 
They teli of children 7 
years old who have never seen it rain. 
;ind of sheep 4 years old who have never 
Mecn 
growing 
grass. 
Nevertheless 
at 
least 31,000,000 sheep perished of drought 
in the year 3902. 
"Another great objection to this part 
of Australia is the frequency of dense 
dust storms. 
Great mobs of sheen cut 
up the soil in the eucalyptus forests and 
1 his dust is carried hundreds of miles 
away by the high -winds that prevail so 
Diat the reel clURt of the western plains is 
often found in Sidney and it often flies so 
thick that the sun is entirely obscured. 
The fine particles penetrate everywhere, 
,'ind this is of course very injurious to 
delicate astronomical instruments."
